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EOEBEEY EXTEAORDINARY.

sensations.

The sucocess of such bold robbery is caleu-
lated to raise doubts whetber the laws are
adequate to protect the public. That doubt
is stremgthened br contemplating the less
bold but more wholesale swindles committed
by means of bogus mining stocks, as well az
other forms of fictitions sefurities, with
which Denver like other cities is'not wholly
unfamiliar.

It is certain that the laws cannot protect
people, unless they will do something to
protect themsalves. The public whe submit
10 one kind of robbery are as much to blame
for it as the banker who has not pluck
esough to make a fight ageinst the other
kind, is for the success of that remarkable
fest yesterdny. :

PAYRE'S POWERS OF SPFEECH.

It will eertainly be a great satisfaction to
the public to ubserve that the affection of the
vocal organs which has kept Senstor Payne
silent in the Senate during five years of his
term has been sufficiently healed to permit
him to make s speech. During all this
time, in the presence of the grave oharge
that his seat was purchased, Senator Payne
hes not had the strength of voiee necessary
%o enunciate the four words: “I demand
an investigation;” but when Mr. Halstead's
pomination comes up he is able o makes
epeech. The matter of the speech in of in-
terest. He would like 1osend Mr, Halstead
to Siberia, if he could; but, ss he cannot, he
desperately opposes sending him to Berlin.
This is an interesting view of the way in
which perniciously outspoken newspaper
men would be suppressed under the rule of
the powers representad by Senator Payne.
TUnpleasant references to monopolies and
bribery would doubtless be made quite in-
frequent if the Payne ides of statesmanship
should triomph.

WILL IT BE ENFORCED?

1t is rather surprising to find our brilliant
cotemporary, the New York Sun, in 8 vig-
orous article tonching on the enforoement of
the inter-State commerce law, making the
following declaration:

The Grand Trunk {s still getting the bulk of
the east-bound tonnage out of Chicago, but as
it Mes entirely beyond our borders and control,
and is deaf to the inter-State commerce law as
woll a8 to the sentimant of faar play, there isno
way to reach it, except by ap act of Congress,
which will shut all Ounadian lines entirely out
of our inter-State transit trade. just as foreign
£hips are sh t of our ung trade.

This is all the more surprising becanse
the Sun, & few days earhier, pointed out that
this road is subject to the law on the basi-
ness that 1t does in this conntry, snd ecalled
for its enforcement. In the former position
the Sun was exsotly right. It is impossi-
bie for the Canadian roads to transport Chi-
eago freight without agencies and depots in
the United States. The sgents are un-
doubtedly subject to the penalties for any
violutions of the law they may commit; and
it will be much better to eaforee it against
them than to close 30 per oent of the railway
outiets from the Northweot.

But the law should net be enforced
against the Canadian roads alone. A very
goed way of turning over a mew leal and
showing that it is to be enforoed against «11
violators would be to commence with those
eminent railway officials of the Northwest
who, under cover of & pretended agreement
to observe the law, have been really viola-

ting it by “'s private” pooling srrangement.

THE COKE WORKERS' WAGES.

The report that the orgapization of the
Miners' Progressive Unilon in the coke
regions has gone o picces is probably an
ex-parte siatement; bot it is certain that the
union has tailed of the main purpose for
which it was organized, namely, that of
establishing s unlon of the rival organiza-
tions which had already been working

each other, The union is still con-
fropted by the K. of L. workers, and the
consequence is that theunited action ameng
the coke workers, which is the first requisite
to obtain fair wages seems likely to be lack-

ing. The question of wages will be brought -

up next week by the expiration of the Frick
sonle and the failure of the other works to
establish wages equal 1o it. The coke trade
ought to pay the wages fixed by the expiring
scale; but it would not be strange if the
jealousies of the lahor organisstions were
utilized by the operators to bring about =
reduction, Perhaps this is necessary fo
teach the rival organizations that the in.
terests of the workingmen and not the
supremscy of sny particulsr ergarization
shouid be their primary objeet.

THAT MEAT QUESTION.

Two points on the much-agitated meat
and dressed beefl question are new and
cogent. The first is presented by the opin-
ion of the Bolicitor General of New Mexieo,
on the bill exeluding mest killed outside of
the State. He says: I have no hesitation
in saying that such & law is unconstitutional.
Itiss bad exhibition of Btates rights.”
This merely puls in suthoritative form what
Tur DISPATCH has frequently urged, that
the idea of a State’s acoompiishing by in-
direction what it is direstly forbidden 1o do
by the Constitution, is absurd.

The other point is furnished by a Chicage
live stook firm, which attempts to explain
the remarksbly low price of cattle by the
fact that im the last 17 years, the prodoction

has not been & commensurate decline in the
price of meat. Onepart of the publio may
objeot to the low priee of cattle; but the
point that the public wish explsined
is the enlargement of the share of the pro-
cetds, appropriated by thoss who take the
beef product from the consnme? to the
ducer. This is & matter which it d
equally upon the local butchers and
beel interest to explain., Bo far there has
been no explanation except on the theoryofa
combine to keep up prices in both branches
of the meat trade.

THE OTHER SIDE.

The approach of the time when the defense
is fo present its case to the Parnell Commis-
sion reveals the possibility that the drag-net
which the Times’ lawyers cast into the entire
sea of Irish disorders may be turned to the
n.dnnlm of the Irish cause as completely
as was the Pigots fasco.

The main question at issue was settled in
faver of Mr. Parnell when the evidenoce pro-
duced by the Times Haself exposed the forgery
of the letters which were used to back up the
charges of “Parpellism and Crime.”” As if
conscious of their weakness at this point, the
eounsel for the Times tried to use the com-
mission for the creation of public sentiment
sgainst the Irish by a dreary array of agra-
risn disorders. After wspending some
mdnths in that way, they approsched their
case sgainst Mr, Parnell individually, and
it erumbled to pieces st the first ouch. .

In addition to this disaster by the Tories

it now begins to sppear that their astute
counsel did not recognise the retort which
their array of evidence made possible. By
dragging in the whole subject of boyeoiiing,
the *‘plan of campaign™ snd moonlighting,
they mske it pertinemt for Mr. Parnell’s
counsel to reply with showing the provoca-
tions that produced these disorders. This
opens up the whole subject of rack-renting,
evietions, arrests for using the right of free
speech, and convictions on the testimony of
paid informers. By the time that these
points are brought out fully, a large part of
the present year may be consumed, but the
Times' evidence referring to disorders may
be turned into as much of a boomerang as
that which produced Mr. Pigott to expose
hisown forgeries.

Thus the scheme which was intended to
ruin the Irish cause, bids fair to prove of
the greatest nse to it, and ruin, instaad, the
party in whose interest the sttack was con-
cocted. :

THE LABOES OF LICENSE.

Judge White's announcement that he pro-
poses to take two or three days' rest before
he proceeds with the hearing of applications
for license ought to surprise mo one. The
exient and monotonous similarity of the
applications already heard are enough to
appall any one. Under any cireumstances,
the proceadings of the License Court nnder
the provisions of the Brooks’ law must nec-
essarily involve a great deal of exsoting
labor for the Judge upon the bench. Judge
White has chosen to add considerably to
his judicial task in this instance by making
the investigation of the character of appli-
cants very searching and thorough.

There can be no doubt that those who ob-
tain licenses this yesr will be as nearly
ideal higuor dealers as can be found in this
county, ideal,that is,according to the stand-
ard of Judge White. This result will not
have been obtained withoul a really gigantic
expenditure of energy and sttention on the
part of the Court and the counsel for the
anti-license party. Probably there never
bas been a more distressing exhibition of
the lower side of human ‘nsture in Pitts-
burg (han the daily inguisition of the Li-
cense Court bas revealed.

GIVE THEN A CAGE -

jobbery, bribery and malfeasance of every
sort in which the Speaker and many of the
members have been sllegedly involved.
